southwest from ? f ungsan (12&-G9* k&~U9) (DA 2313) on U September* Ihese 
troops are believed to be remnants of the 25 (sic)' 1 and 27 Arty of the 3 
Field Army, evacuated from the east central front in June and regrouped in 
the Phangsan area. The field grade officers of these units had no knowledge 
of their final destination. The morale of the troops was low because they 
feared UN air raids and artillery and because many comrades had been killed 
in the spring offensive* Before leaving PUingsan only officers were given 
shots against smallpox and typhoid* 
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The 25 Army has not previously been reported in Korea* 
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
